After the Siege and Surrender of the city of Oxford, in 
1646. to Sir Thomas Fairfax the Parliament General, when 
the King's State Seals were taken there, and wer to be 
ſent up to the Parliament, they were broken in the Preſence 
of the Lords and Commons there aſſembled, on the -oovrhige 
of Auguſt that Year. Their Proceedings to conſtitute

THE Council of State, and Commons in Parliament; 
having had it repreſented to them, that the Coins of this Go- 
vernment might be more perfectly and beautifully done, and 
made equal to any Coins in Europe, propoſed to ſend to France 
for an Artiſt there, who had invented and improved a Ma- 
chine, and Method to make all Coins, by a /erew Preſs, and 
Mil, with the moſt beautiful Poliſh, and Equality, on the 
Edge, or any proper Inſcription, or Graining, which might 
denote the Time of coining, or prevent the falſifying of Coins, 
or from being clipt (as uſually) and counterfeited ; for this 
Purpoſe they reſolved to ſend for the Perſon propoſed to be 
employed in this Service for the State . 


By the Council of State, ordered 8th of Augy/? 1649. to 


ſend for Peter Blondeau, from Paris, to come to London, to 


treat with him, upon the Price and Expence of coining Money 
after his new Ir vention. He arrived at London the 3d of Sep. 
1649, being allowed for his Journey and Expence. 


By the Council of State, a Committee of the Mint was 
appointed to examine all the Circumſtances of the Way of 
coining propounded by Blondeau. And having heard all Ob- 
jections that could be alledged by the Maſters, Officers, and 
Workmen of the Mint, the ſaid Cpmmittee concluded, and 
voted that, the Manner of Coining by Blamdeau was better, 
more advantageous, and honorable for the State, than that 
which was already uſed by the Common- wealth. But the 
Moniers of the Mint made ſuch a ſtrong Oppolition to this
